RE EAI. 


The school year, just completed, has been a very 
successful one for both teachers and scholars. 

The Board are very happy to note the decided 
progress made from term to term in each of the schools. 
We have been most fortunate in procuring teachers, 
who understand that thoroughness is the basis of all 
learning. If the rudiments of any study are not mas- 
tered, all advancement will be without foundation; for 
the weak places are sure to become prominent. A child 
should never be allowed to take a new lesson until the 
old is thoroughly learned. Sometimes a lesson may be 
passed over as being something that he will pick up 
later; it really harms him, teaching negilgence and at 
the same time unsteadiness. 

All teachers assist in a great measure, in forming 
the character and habits of the children placed under 
their care, so that it remains a question of great consid- 
eration as to whom we shall employ as teachers,— 
worthy people to whom we can give so precious a trust. 
And when we find such teachers we are very fortunate 
in being able to keep them. ‘Those schools are to be 
congratulated which have had the same teacher for the 
greatest number of consecutive terms. 

School is merely a place for training children to 
habits of regularity ; to thinking out problems in di- 
rected channels, as later on they must think out the 
great problems of life. 
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Relating to regularity, there has been more or less 
discussion as to how many hours a day, and weeks in a 
year, a child may be confined to a school-room. The 
same rule may not apply to all children, but as our 
schools are running, there is no reason why any child 
over six years of age, should not be able to attend regu- 
larly 31 weeks in a year. If they are seemingly not 
robust, do not send them until the 7th, or even the 8th 
year, but when they do begin, do not allow them to 
think that they may stay at home because there is to be 
company, or something extra good for dinner, or they 
have been ill-used by some of their playmates; and 
above all, never give credence to children’s tales about 
their teacher. The Board are satisfied as to a teacher’s 
ability before she is engaged; and the teacher knows 
much better than the child what is good for him, what 
he shall study, and how much, and what his rank shall 
be in his class. She also settles all disputes, if any arise, 
justly, and in an unprejudiced manner. 

All school supplies, including text books, are under 
her supervision, and she must look to their care. Chil- 
dren must be taught to handle a book carefully; to use 
pencils, paper and crayons in a frugal manner; and 
this forms an important branch in their education. The 
teacher is undoubtedly the keystone of success in every 
system of education. The legislature may decree that 
schools shall be built in every locality in the state, and 
may persuade or compel all children of school age to 
enter them; systems may be formed, and methods 
of greatest power may be elaborated; but unless the 
teacher is well prepared for his work, and puts his whole 
heart and soul into it, every effort will be in vain, and 
we shall still have an uneducated people. 
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Every possible effort should therefore be put forth 
to train our teachers for their laborious task, and to 
excite and encourage them to the skilful and conscien- 
tious discharge of their duty. 

Knowledge is the first and primary requisite of 
those who take upon themselves the high office of in- 
structing others, and those who enlist in the ranks of | 
professional teachers, should omit no opportunity of 
adding to their stock. The various branches of learn- 
ing are so intimately connected, and bear so closely 
upon each other, that it is almost impossible to’ teach 
one subject well without a fair amount of imformation 
on many others. 

Even in an ordinary reading lesson, it often sur- 
prises even the teacher himself, to find how much of 
the knowledge which he possesses on other matters, is 
needed to elucidate the lesson before him. And the 
better the teacher, the more certain is this to be the 
case. 

The ability to teach a large number of scholars at 
the same time is another most important requirement 
ina teacher. Itis a question of careful consideration 
to every instructor in a school, in what manner he shall 
arrange and classify numbers, differing in both knowl- 
edge and mental capacity, so as to lead them on to- 
gether, without material loss of time to any. 

When a teacher has acquired this power, his capac 
ity for usefulness is multiplied many times; and experi- 
ence shows that by teaching collectively, the work of 
both teacher and scholars is much more interesting. 

The power to maintain order, and ability to teach, 
are the two great forces which insure success in collec- 
tive instruction, and the latter depends very much upon 
the former. 
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The school-houses are in good repair, well lighted 
and ventilated, and in good sanitary condition, with two 
exceptions. Nos. 2 and 3 sadly need wells. Water has 
to be carried some distance, and last summer some of 
the children were made sick by drinking impure water. 

The pupils of No. 1 school have recently purchased 
a new organ, from money which they earned in getting 
up entertainments. Now, No. 3 school is the only one 
in town that does not own a musical instrument, and we 
hope that this deficiency will be corrected in the near 
future. 

A taste for music should be cultivated everywhere, 
and where can you find a more suitable place than the 
school-room ? How cheerful it sounds to passers-by, to 
hear the voices of children singing, or the sturdy tramp, 
tramp, of little feet to the time of a lively march. 

Another thing to be cultivated is a love for flowers. 
Let them have flower-beds in summer; encourage them 
to make collections of wild flowers on their way to 
school, and bring potted plants for the windows. Things 
like these may have an influence on a pupil, which 
will draw him into an interest in study which otherwise 
might never be awakened.
